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Statistics  Giving  Push 
To  Parking  Proposal

Thanks  to  statistics  showing  little  use  of  faculty  parking  lots,  the 
Traffic  and  Safety  Committee  has  unanimously  passed  the  long-awaited 
student  parking  proposal. 

The  proposal  calls  for  student  parking  in  all  but  five  faculty  lots  after 
5 p.m.  weekdays. 

The  plan  is  being  discussed  by 
the  Dean’s  Council  and,  if  there 
are  no  faculty  objections,  it  will 
be  sent  to  President  Wilkinson  for 
final  approval. 

The  lots  that  would  be 
exclusively  for  the  faculty  are  the 
McKay  Bldg,  lot,  the  Milton  Life 
Sciences  Bldg,  lot,  the  Smith 
Family  LivingCenter  lot, the  Harris 
Fine  ArtsCenter  faculty  lot  and  the 
lot  south  of  the  Wilkinson  Center. 

According  to  Sam  Brewster, 
head  of  the  physical  plant,  the 
success  of  the  program  would  be 
up  to  the  students.  If  the  students 
abide  by  it  and  park  in  the  correct 
lots,  it  will  work,  he  stated. 

One  reason  for  the  unanimity  of 
opinion  was  statistics  presented 
by  the  proposal’s  sponsor,  Nathan 
Coulter. 

Coulter  and  several  other 
students  made  a check  on  the  cars 
parked  in  most  of  the  on-campus 
faculty  lots  from  6-9  p.m.  and 
found  that  the  lots  were  generally 
one-fourth  full  of  faculty  cars. 

Of  the  2214  spaces  available, 
faculty  used  only  345  spaces  at 
the  peak.  Of  course,  lots  close  to

For  such  a rural  area,  Utah  is  very  fortunate  to  have  so  many 
culturally  important  art  exhibits  and  galleries.  The  Springville  Art 
Gallery  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  country.  Here  on  the  campus,  we  are 
enriched  by  our  precious  few  galleries. 

As  we  gaze  at  the  creations  of  others,  there  is  one  name  which  seems 
to  always  be  among  the  greats:  B.F.  Larsen.  To  a large  extent  the  works 
of  Brother  Larsen  both  artistically  and  otherwise  have  contributed  to 
the  promotion  of  the  arts  in  Utah. 

As  a young  boy,  he  was  the  oldest  boy  in  a large  family.  Much  of  the 
family’s  heavy  responsibilities  fell  upon  him  because  his  father  was  sick 
much  of  the  time.  Carrying  these  duties  on  his  shoulders,  it  was  hard 
for  him  to  gain  an  education,  but  finally  through  dogged  determination, 
he  was  able  to  complete  a three-year  course  at  Know  Academy  in  two 
years. 

Brother  Larsen  soon  turned  to  teaching  and  in  1908  he  started  at 
BYU  as  an  instructor  of  art.  In  1912,  he  completed  his  “Arts 
Batchelor”  degree  and  was  president  of  the  first  four-year  graduating 
class.  Among  his  other  accomplishments  include  his  work  on  the  staff 
of  the  first  “Banyan”  and  also  the  “Blue  and  White,”  the  forerunner  of

THE  DAILY  UNIVERSE.  He  received  his  M.A.  at  University  of  Utah 
and  went  on  to  do  work  at  the  University  of  Chicago  and  several  other 
art  institutes  including  many  of  the  most  distinguished  in  Europe. 

Unlike  so  many  artists  who  are  never  appreciated  while  they  are 
living,  Brother  Larsen  enjoyed  the  respect  and  appreciation  of  his  peers 
in  the  academic  community.  In  fact,  to  help  pay  for  a trip  to  Europe, 
Herald  R.  Clark,  then  president  of  BYU,  collected  over  $3,000  from  the 
professors  here.  This  was  in  1929,  during  the  days  of  the  depression. 

His  paintings  have  appeared  in  at  least  four  major  salons  in  Paris,  and 
his  prolific  and  picturesque  works  adorn  many  homes  of  his  friends  and 
associates. 

In  1958,  Professor  Larsen  retired  from  his  position  at  BYU  to  cap  30 
years  as  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Art,  and  50  years  as  an 
instructor.  At  the  time  of  his  retirement,  he  held  the  title  of  Professor 
Emeritus. 

The  Central  Gallery  of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center  has  been  named  in 
his  honor  and  it  is  the  feeling  of  many  in  our  present  Art  Dept,  that 
without  his  contributions  to  the  arts  at  BYU,  we  would  not  have  the 
Fine  Arts  Center  now.

J.  Edgar  Hoover  At  Seventy-Five

For  two  generations  FBI  Director  J.  Edgar  Hoover 
has  symbolized  law  and  order  in  America  as  has  no 
other  person. 

Although  the  FBI  has  its  critics  who  insist  the 
organization  is  too  independent,  too  tardy  in 
cooperating  with  government  attacks  of  organized 
crime,  and  too  worried  about  communism,  the 
bureau  is  a strong,  remarkable  agency  because  it  is 
the  reflection  of  a strong,  remarkable  man. 

Since  his  appointment  in  1924,  Mr.  Hoover  has 
served  under  eight  presidents,  attaining  a position  of 
power  ^nd  prestige  that  is  unique  in  this  nation’s 
history. 

As  Mr.  Hoover  observes  his  75th  birthday  today, 
his  experience  and  his  vantage  point  at  the  center  of 
U.S.  government  make  him  well  worth  listening  to 
on  a number  of  important  topics.  For  example: 

On  juvenile  delinquency.  “If  a child  can  be 
reached  by  the  adults  around  him  and  fortified  with 
the  fundamental  values  of  good  citizenship,  he  will 
come  through  successfully  in  spite  of  adverse 
conditions  tliat  may  surround  him.” 

On  campus  disorders.  “Many  of  tlie  school 


administrators  appear  unable  to  distinguish  between 
legitimate  protest  and  unlawful  acts  and  there  are 
far  too  many  bleeding  hearts  among  them  whose 
palliative  attitude  has  served  only  to  magnify  the 
problem  by  encouraging  the  escalation  of  demands 
and  further  disorders.” 

On  communism:  “I  do  not  believe  that  any 
person  who  is  a Communist  has  the  riglit  or  should 
be  allowed  to  teach  in  any  school,  private  or  public, 
for  this  reason:  We  talk  a great  deal  about  academic 
freedom  and  we  believe  in  it.  When  one  follows  the 
Communist  line  one  is  not  free  but  is  merely 
following  the  dictates  of  the  Kremlin  and  is  really 
restricted  in  his  thinking.” 

On  revolution:  “The  truly  revolutionary  force  of 
history  is  not  material  power  but  the  spirit  of 
religion.  The  world  today  needs  a true  revolution  of 
tlie  fruitful  spirit,  not  the  futile  sword.  Hypocrisy, 
dishonesty,  hatred,  all  these  must  be  destroyed  and 
man  must  rule  by  love,  charity,  and  mercy.” 

While  no  man  or  institution  is  flawless,  as  Mr. 
Hoover  draws  toward  the  end  of  an  outstanding 
career  of  service  to  his  country,  it  seems  safe  to  say 
that  history  will  judge  him  kindly.
